As is 
indicated by the enclosed copy of Missing Parts, the USPTO new the correct filing date and 
address for the undersigned attorney. After a considerable lapse of time no Office Action or 
^ other response had been received. The undersigned attorney attempted to check the status on 

Private PAIR but no entry was found. Upon calling the eBusiness Center at the USPTO the 
undersigned attorney was told that the PAIR system fi-equently fails to correctly associate 
cases with customer numbers.
